MACHINERY TO BE 


With the factory of the Connellsville 


Silk company running at capacity 24 
hours a day, additional 
machinery 


which will almost double the output 
will be installed immediately on ar- 
rival and the plant will continue to 
run day and night. The machinery is 
now on the road ;md is expected at 
most, any time. 


The growth of the factory here has 


been i^pid under the management of 
Arthur .Mottershead, who came- here 
with the erection of tho mill several 
years' ago. For a time only a small 
number of persons were employed but 
gradually tho force has been increased 
until now every machine In the plant 
is being utilized. 


The capacity of the plant, running 


day and night was reached about two 
weeks ago and the pace has been con- 
tinued since then. 
At present there 


are SO persons employed during the 
daytime and about a dozen at night. 
The night force can turn out sufficient 
unfinished material to keep the day 
force busy.

vacant when the first equipment was 
placed.

Besides the method given for tint- 


log crepe georgette and thin silks by 
means ot coloring matter dissolved in 
water, there is the method of tinting 
with gasoline and tube paints.

these means a greater variety ot tints 
and colors are possible and one may 
match shades. The blouse or veil or 
fabric to be tinted most first be 
washed, if It Is soiled, or cleaned in 
gasoline, and dried. If washed, make 
suds of warai water and a pare 
white soap, and dip the garment or 
material in it, squeezing It gently 
through the hands and lifting It up 
»nd down in the suds. ,A When clean, 
rinse It In two or three waters and 
fold in a towel. Do not wring with the 
hands, but pnt through a wringer. 


For tinting, laces, georgette crepe, 


chiffon or light silk with gasoline, one 
may produce any color or tint by se- 
curing the necessary tube palnts,-and 
[hey must be fresh. To ascertain that 
they are. remove the top of each tube 
ind lee that the palbt flows out easily 
when the tube Is squeezed.' Manufac- 
turers of paints provide many colors 
ind shades ready to use, so that It Is 
not often necessary to mix colors.

A large, china wash bowl and a tin 


pan are needed for this tinting proc- 
ess. 
When used, the bowl must be 


perfectly clean and absolutely dry. 
Gasoline for tinting must be left In an 
nir-rlght can so that it will not evap- 
orate, and n small bristle brush must 
be kept clean and dry, ready for use. 
Tinting should he done In the open ulr 
or near an oped window, as the fumes 
from gasoline often cause headache 
and are highly Inflammable. 
Never very quickly.

Red or geranium lake In gasoline 


will tint pink. Prussian blue will pro- 
duce light blue^ Black makes a gray 
shade; burnt umber makes tan. Sev- 
eral shades, of brown may be produced 
by mixing white and brown. Purple 
lake makes lavender. Black may be 
mixed with green to deepen Its tone, 
and white to lighten it. Red and yel- 
low give an orange tone; blue and yel- 
low produce green. White, lake and 
vermilion make flesh color. Yellow, 
white and a little Venetian make buff.

WORKERS WILL "CARRY ON." 


Flvs Big Societies in WorldWide' Plan. 


H. P. Davltnn Heaoa International

Red Crow CommiMion. 


Dr. Livingston Farrand Permanent 
Leader at Peace Organization. 


Washington.—(Special.)—Henry P. 


Dnvison as chairman Issues the follow- 
ing statement on behalf of the "War 
Council of the American Red Cross: 
"To the American People: 


"The War Council of the American 


Hed Cross appointed by President Wil- 
aon on May 10, 1817, to carry on the 
work of the American .Red Cross dur- 
ing the war, at Uieir request and by 
vote of the Central Committee, ceased 
at midnight, February 28. - 


"Immediately 
the armistice was 


signed the War Council Instituted 
studies .to determine when the strict- 
ly war work of the organization would 
have nccn sufficiently matured to en- 
able the direction of affairs to be re- 
sumed hy the permanent staff. Henry 
P. Davlson, being ia Paris when the 
armistice was signed,, summoned a 
conference' there of the heads of all 
the Red Cross Commissions In Europe 
to canvass the situation. After con- 
sidering nil the factors It was con- 
cluded to make the transition or 
March 1. The very fortunate choice 
of Dr. Livingston Farrand as the new 
chairman of the Central Committee, 
and thereby the perdia'nent chief ex- 
ecutive of the Red Cross, makes possi- 
ble the consummation of this plan un- 
der the most favorable conditions. . 
Accounts Audited by War Department 


"Detailed reports te Congress and a 


complete audit of Its accounts by the 
War Department will .constitute ' the 
final record of Red Cross activity, dur- 
ing the' war. 
Although it. has been 


the rule to make public all expendi- 
tures when authorised and to give de- 
tailed Information relative to all work 
undertaken, the \Var Council In turn- 
ing over its responsibilities to Dr. Far- 
rand and his associates desire to irive 
a brief resume of Red Cross war time 
activities to the American people, to- 
whoru the Red Cross belong, and whose 
generous contributions have made pos- 
sible all that has been accomplished. 


."During" the past nearly twenty-one 


months the American people have 
given in casb and supplies' to the 
American Red Cross more than $400,- 
000,000. No value can be placed opoe. 
the contributions of service which 
have been given without stint and of- 
tentimes 'at great sacrifice by millions 
of our people. 


"The effort of 'the -American Red 


Cross in this war has constituted by 
far the largest voluntary gifts of 
money, of hand and heart, ever con-' 
tribnted purely for the' relief of hu; 
man suffering. Through the Red Cross 
the heart and spirit of -the whole 
American people have been mobilized 
to take care of our own, to relieve the 
mfsery '"Incident" to the war, and also 
to reveal to the world the. supreme 
Ideals of our national life. 


"Everyone who has had any part hi 


this war effort of the Red Cross Is en- 
titled to congratulate himself. 
No 


thanks from anyone could be equal in 
value to th« self satisfaction every- 
•oue suculd feel for the part taken.^ 
Fully 8,000.0X10 American women hare 
exerted themselves in Red Cross serv- 
Ice. 
Has Over 17,000,000 Adult Members. 


"When we entered the war the 


American Red Cross had about 500,000 
members. Today, as the result of the 
recent Christmas membership Roll 
Call, there are upwards of 17,000.000 
full paid members outside of the mem- 
bers of thejunior Red Cross, number- 
ing perhapn 9,000,000 school children 
additional. 


:"Tbe chief effort of the Red Cross 


during the war has been to care for 
onr men in .service and to. aid oar 
army ' and navy wherever 'the Red 
Cross may' be called on to assist. As 
to this phase of the work Surgeon Gen- 
eral Ireland -of the T7. S. Army recent- 
ly said: 'Th'e Red Cross has been an 
enterprise as vast as the war Itself. 
From the beginning It has done these 
things which the Army Medical Corps 
wanted done, but could not do Itself.' 


"The Red Cross endeavor in France 


has nftturaFly been upon an exception- 
ally large scale where service has 
been rendered to the American Army 
and. to the .

"As for work among the French peo- 


ple, now that hostilities have ceaxea, 
the French themselves naturally pre- 
fer as far as possible to provide f»r. 
their ewn. It has accordingly been de- 
termined that the guiding principle of 
Red Cross policy In France henceforth 
shall be to have 'punctilious regard to 
its every responsibility, but to direct 
Its 
efforts 
primarily to assisting 


French relief societies. The liberated 
and devastated regions .of Trance have 
been divided by the government Into ;

to a designated French relief organi- 
sation.
